Vor Representative in 62nd Congress of Birmingham Reformers Get Warrants

Birmingham Ala., Nov. 2 —On 
warrants sworn out before Judge 
Fort of the Criminal Court by © 
W. Austin, former chief of police 
and one of the leaders of the re- 
formers in Birmingham, Deptty 
Sheriffs Chew and Sid Cowan at- 
tached and seized seven cars, 
loaded with beer, in the yards of 
Illinois Central and Frisco rail- 
roads this morning. Acar said 
to contain whiskey was attached 
and seized last night under a sim- 
ular warrant gotten out by O. W. 
Austin, the allegation being that 
this is a violation of the prohib- 
ition laws. The deputy sheriffs 
after making the seizures tacked 
notices on the cars, placed special 
locks on the doors and served a 
copy of the notice and the war- 
rants under which the attachment 
was made on the railway officials. 

The liquor is alleged to have 
been shipped to J. D. Evans, A. D 
Walstrom, A. W. Farrish, Hugene 
Wert} eimer, and is said to have 
been shipped from Cincinnatti, Sb 
Louis and Chicago. 

In some instances it was learao- 
ed that:some of the goods had 
beer, ordered shipped back to 
starting point.
